tereſt, they make uſe of thoſe they overcome , to ſeek all occaſions with 
thenſelys co ſpeak evil,ſome doth by writing & printing,againſt thoſe thar 
God hath raiſed up to keep their habitation, and to ſtand unmovable upon 
the foundation Chriſt the light, to diſcern and judge their ſubcle, crafty, 
wicked proceedings, and to lay chem open,thar they be ſuch as intrude into 
a Miniſtry, and runs when God never ſent them, therefore they doe no:
